The death of Samuel J. Randall 
will cause profound sorrow in the 
homes of sixty millions of people. 
He was a very great man, ranking 
only a little below the higheat or- 
der of Statesman. He served 
twenty-nine years in the House of 
Representatives, during the first 
fifteen of which he was perbaps 
the most powerful man in his 
party in the Ilouse. He was, says | 
the Salt Lake Tribune, what might 
be called a conservative aggressive | 
man. He was slow to reach con- | 
clusions. He was persistent and | 
sometimes Vehement in maintain- | 
ing his points. He had probably | 
nearer the perfect confidence of ' 
Samuel J. Tilden than any other 
man in his party, and bad Mr. Til- 
den becothe President the proba- 
bilities are that it would have been 
arranged for Mr. Randall to suc- 
ceed him. As it was he received a 
very strong vote in the Democratic 
National Convention as a candi- 
date for President. After he 
became Speaker of the llouse 
of Representatives, he evinced 
a leaning toward great corpora- 
tions, and sometimes was arbitrary 
in his rulings. Members who de- 
sired to press measures to which 
he was opposed had exceeding 
difficulty in obtaining his recogni- 
tion. This came, no doubt, 
through the long lease of power 
that had been given bim, and pos- 
sibly the approach of the disease 
which last Sunday terminated his 
life may already have commenced 
to influence his mind: but, never- 
theless, he was a very great- 
brained, strong, brave man. His 
loss at this time is a peculiar mis- 
fortune, because he stood as a 
brake between the radical free- 
traders in his own party and the 
ultra high protection tariff advo- 
cates in the Republican party. He 
served as a most wholesome check 
on both, Pennsylvania will mourn 
for him exeeedingly. In his native 
city of Philadelphia he was greatly 
loved and implicitly trusted. He 
goes down to the grave covered 
with honors and without astain 
on his ~~ name, 
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THE Administration . is s exhibit- 
ing just now a great deal more 
vigor in the execution of the laws 
in regard to the Chinese than any 
of its predecrssors. The Adminis- 
tration of Mr. Cleveland abounded 
in high-sounding phrases, but, with 
the exception of the passage of the 
exclusion bill, little of a practical 
nature was done to enforce the 
laws. The Bulletin says that there 
is now, by the appointment of the 
Administration, a special counsel 
to look after evasions of the law 
on the part of the Chinese at San 
Francisco. By that step the gross 
frauds at least on the part of the 
coolies are rendered vastly more 
difficult. Collector Phelps and his 
deputies are doing good work. 
And now Secretary Windom has 
rescinded his order in relation to 
Chinese in transit, since the use to 
which it is being put in Mexico 
has been revealed. There has also 
been some good work done in 
capturing Chinese interlopers near 
San Diégo.

A WONDERFUL SNOW-PLOW. 


Description of the Machine Which Raised 
the Oregon Blockade. 

That particular machine which has 
worked a revolutionin the theory of snow- 
vlow building, and which broke up the 
rrcat snow blockade on the Union Pacific 
cracks in Oregon is the Jull centrifugal 
"ow @xcavator—an invention only a 
year old. The first machine.of this kind 

ver built was tried for the first time on 
‘{arch 6, 1889, on the Rome, Watertown 
% Ogdensburg railroad at Oswego. At 
-hat point the tracksof the road were 
‘overed fora distance of 750 feet with 
hard, frozen snow, Which kad lain there 
ili winter, to the depth of from two to 

even feet. The Jull machine made its 

Jtial bow to this mass, and went 
hrourh it like a shot. 

‘iho Union Pacific railroad bought the 

machine after two other successful 
sts of its power had been made and 
sent it to Omaha on its Kansas division. 
(here it laid unused until the blockade 
on the short line last January baffled 
the attempts of the company’s other 
nlows, aud then it was sent there to see 
what itcoulddo. It arrived at Baker 
City—one end of the blockade—on Jan- 
uary 18, and at once began work on the 
ereat mass of snow that blocked the 
‘-acks from that place to La Grande. 
ther plows had becn at work on the 
ing, but had failed to do any good. 
‘he Jull machine started in and went 
‘teadily on, going through the snow 
with two powerful engines behind it at 
he rate of about eight miles an hour. 
Jon January 20 the machine cut its way 
.hrough to La Grande and the blockade 
was at an end. 

Mr. Orange Jull, who invented the 
first rotary or Leslie snow-plow, is the 
inventor of this machine. It is about 
fifty feet long without the tender, 
which is a little smaller than those 
used on ordinary locomotives. A 
boiler containing 220 two-inch flues, 
md having a capacity of 800-horse 
yuwer, furnished steam for the engines 
which work the excavator. On the front 
of the machine is the excavator which 
performs the work. It presents cutting 
edges Of heavy steel plate on the sides 

nd bottom, while in the center is the 

nutrifugal spheroid, resembling, near- 
ethan any thing else, a hage auger— 
fect. wide at the base, and tapering 
lown toa point, with the apex on one 
side, while the base extends from side 
to side. This ‘‘cone,” as it is called, is 
fitted with wings or curved blades of 
steel, 2 feet wide at the base and taper- 
ing to the apex. The width of the ma- 
chine or the space it clears over all is 
just 11 feet. Its weight is 65 tons, and 
every thing about it is of the most sub- 
stantial build. The machinery is very 
heavy, and, when running at full speed, 
tne engines revolve 320 times a minute, 
while the ‘‘cone” makes 300 revolutions. 
It is fitted with Westinghouse air 
brakes. 

The new machine works upon an en- 
tire different principle from the old 
rotary plow, except in this, that the 
end of both plows is to generate a high 
centrifugal force in the snow by the ex- 
ertion of great power, and throw it out 
in asolid stream to a considerable dis- 
tance from the track. The original 
rotary separates this process into two 
parts, however—knives tocut the snow 
and throw it backward on the fans, and 
a fan-wheel used purely to generate 
centrifugal force. The new  cen- 
trifugal plow combines these two 
processes in one; the front of the plow 
is entirely open, and in a square box 
works—entirely exposed to view and to 
contact with the snow—the immense 
oblique gimlet-pointed augur, revolving 
at high velocity, which, by the same op- 
eration, catches the snow in situ after 
the lower plate bas cut under it, pushes 
it rapidly backward, and so cuts it 
apart, and at the same time gradually 
generates the required centrifugal 
force. The screw always turns in the 
same direction, and the direction of the 
jet of the discharge is regulated merely 
by the openings in the top case. 

The cone itself is a very heavy affair, 
weighing alone some six tons. I* is 
built entirely of five-eightb-inch steel, 
eight feet in diameter at the base, and 
consists entirely of warped surfaces for 
which formers had to be made. The in- 
terior of the blades are of somewhat less 
than semi-circular section, and they are 
reinforced on the outside by a quadrant 
brace plate, also of five-eighth-inch 
steel, civing the section of the blade an 
inverted Y form, except that the lines 
are curved, and not straight. The blades 
are two feet deep at the base, tapering 
down to almost nothing at the point — 
N. Y. Times.

Poker, however, 
changed all this. The stakes were grac- 
ually increased. “Flats” who were not 
well acquainted with the game were 
eagerly sought for, and tuvited to peo- 
ple’s houses ata moment’s notice. Need-

Immedi- 
ately after dinner the same set would 
meet again, the winners eager to win 
more, the losers desperate to ‘“‘get 
home.” It was not always easy to find 
men for these entertainments, but stil! 
the ladies played on among themselves. 
They were for the most part women 
sufficiently wealtby to afford to losea 
hundred or a bundred and fifty pounds 
at a sitting, and tt mattered not tothem 
that their houses gained such sobriquets 
as ‘“‘the hag’s bell” solong as they’could 
sit‘all day with fivecards in their hands 
and ‘‘straddle the blind” or risk their 
last five-pound note on a ‘‘jackpot.” 
‘These patrician ladies had all the Amer- 
ican slang of the game at their fingers’ 
ends. It was such a delightful new 
sénsation for them, far better than 
racing, because it lasted so much longer 
and was loss fatiguing. They gave ex- 
celient dinners and excellent suppers, 
and every thing was done to attract the 
novice and extract his money. Un- 
fortunately, poker is a one-sided game. 
The money all passed into one channel. 
There were a few people who always 
won, while there were a great many 
who always lost. |Gradually the ladies 
quarreled among themselves. The 
mvetings became less frequent. Some 
of the players were ruined and others 
returned to the race-course.— Woman. 


EGYPTIAN STOCKINGS. 


How They Were Koitted in the Days of 
: the Pharaohs. 

The Egyptians of the present—Kepts 
aS weilas Arabs—run avout with Dare 
feet. The ancient Egyptians, on -the 
contrdry, who are now only to be seen 
ina dried condition in museums, pos- 
sessed a very good method of knitting 
stockings, as is shown in the collection 
at the Louvre in Paris. In the grave of 
a mummy there was found a pair of 
knitted stockings, which gave the sur- 
prising evidence,:- firstly, that short 
stockings, resembling socks, were worn 
by the ancient Egyptians; and secondly, 
that the art of knitting stockings had 
already attained great perfection in: 
ancient Egypt. These curious stockings 
are knitted in a very clever manner, 
aad the material, fine wool of sheep that 
might once have been white, is now 
brown with age. The needles with 
which the work was done must have 
been a little thicker than we should 
choose for the same purpose, and the 
knitting is loose and elastic. The stock- 
ing is begun just as we make the de- 
sign, only in the simplest manner, with 
single thread; but in the continuation of 
the work it is not simply plain, but fan- 
eiful. The usual border of the stocking 
which prevents the rolling upof the 
work is narrow, consisting of a row of 
turned-up loops; and the circle, the 
nicely-shaped heel, which is a little 
different from our method, shows a very 
skillful hand. But in the point of the 
stocking there is a characteristic differ- 
ence between the Egyptian stockings 
and modern socks. While ours end in 
a rounded point, the Egyptian stockings 
run out in two large tubes of equal 
width, like the fingers of a glove. This 
strange shape is made to suit the san- 
dals, which are furnished with a strap 
fastened about the middle of the sandal; 
and as the strap had to belaid over the 
stocking the division is needed.—N. Y. 
Ledger. .

The undertaker should 
provide the pall-bearers, and on] y a few 
of the family should fol!ow the body to 
the cemetery. If there are ,to be re- 
ligious services, let them bé held in the 
house. What more cruel words are 
there than what the preacher Says at 
the grave: “Dust to dust,” and what 
more harrowing sounds than the shovel- 
ing in of the earth and stones upon the 
coffin of some loved friend whom we 
have just consigned to that narrow 
eee home? It is sickening and
